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Glover, Edward. War, Sapism anv Pacirism. [London: George Allen 

& Unwin, Ltd. 3/6.] 

The author, director of scientific research at the London Institute 
for Psychoanalysis, has prepared this excellent little work from material 
gathered during lecture engagements with student affiliation groups of 
the League of Nations. The contributions from which the present 
essays have been developed are listed in the Proceedings of the Inter- 
national Federation of the League of Nations Societies as Pacifism in 
the Light of Psychoanalysis. The three papers included are expan- 
sions of a thesis derived from discussions associated with the lecture 
engagements. 

Printed after the author’s prefatory note is an extract from Freud’s 
letter to Einstein which has been published together with the whole 
body of that correspondence under title of “Why War.” It represents 
the basic ideas on which Dr. Glover’s further delineations are drawn, 
pointing out the elementary function of the death instincts; the tension 
set up when they become inhibited and turned back in inverted re- 
action in the individual organism; their function as aggressive com- 
ponents for living when directed toward external objects; the signifi- 
cance of their activity within the organism as symbolization of an 
innate desire to return to a state of inert matter as contrasted with the 
creative energy coming from the erotic instincts; and the propensities 
for destructive mass action when these destructive psychic components 
gain the upper hand among many members of society. 

Dr. Glover provides a very comprehensive descriptive explanation 
of these economic factors in psychical formation from the point of 
view of their common source in unconscious dynamic activity, of their 
phylogenetic counterparts as seen in terms of infantile and child be- 
havior, and the diverse modes for expression these fundamental in- 
stinctual drives can appropriate in the individual’s later adaptation and 
reaction to the institutions and mores of his society. The way for 
more specific application of individual instinctual reactions along maso- 
chistic and destructive lines to the function of the social group as an 
organic whole in regard to matters of peace propaganda and war is 
thus carefully prepared through a detailed analysis of the development 
of ego and super-ego functions. These functions bear mainly to the 
particular subject through the significance of deep processes of the 
unconscious force of guilt fantasies and reactions implied under head 
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of the super-ego; of the identification, first with the parent, and later 
with the reverberation of immediate parental symbols and their surro- 
gates, implied in the ego activity, together with its function of gauging 
and interpreting reality; and the relation of its direction of constructive 
aggression to the tension introduced by the checking intervention and 
censorship of the super-ego. There is also in this respect a very com- 
pact account of the infantile fusion of erotic and destructive instincts 
and the subsequent bearing on childhood, adolescent and adult be- 
havior adaptation to ego demands and the requirements for construc- 
tive group living. This phase of the discussion is extremely well 
worked out, and the later interpretation of the meaning of concen- 
trated peace activity and of the way in which the deep craving for 
punishment fuses with the ego identifications with symbols of king, 
motherland and national honor towards setting up the outlet of war 
activity draws in a very real degree from this first very excellent de- 
scription of the instinctual basis on which the intricate exchanges be- 
tween the individual and his milieu are founded: of the ego and super- 
ego formations as chief factors in the accretion of intrapsychical affect, 
through the management and distribution of which man computes 
his individual relation to society, and the degree and kind of subli- 
mation determining the sort of adaptation by which he gains and 
maintains his individual status. 

These points are taken up in the chapters “War, Sadism and Paci- 
fism” and “A Postscript on Masochism.” Here also is traced the child’s 
developing concepts of reality, the particular emphasis being placed on 
the gradual mitigation of fantasy constructions by means of the factors 
of a growing sense of guilt, of identification and the improved manipu- 
lation of destructive, aggressive and erotic components, and of the basic 
unconscious tension of ego and super-ego forces. 

There are closely knit sections showing how much of the same 
energy driving the efforts of peace organizations has a common source 
with that which makes for war; how this radical identity renders paci- 
fist measures for the most part uncertain; and that this fundamental 
inadequacy in the resolution of problems of war and peace can only 
be overcome by widespread education along psychoanalytic lines draw- 
ing attention to the common intrapsychical relation between guilt re- 
actions and aggressive and destructive behavior patterns. 

Dr. Glover’s suggestions toward the formation of courses of pre- 
vention drawn along these lines are put down in a separate chapter 
which is supplemented by a full and concisely devised outline for re- 
search. His experience with extension work of the League of Nations 
affords a practical background of extant procedures in pacifist matters 
against which his proposed measures for organizing an educative re- 
search in light of deep psychological knowledge gains added value. 
On international levels, there has been no psychological approach to 
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the vital questions of the causes of war or to their possible prevention. 
In the present work, as against a one-sided concentration on problems 
of economics and international disarmament, Dr. Glover goes to the 
deeper levels of the dynamic instinctual formations in terms of which 
not only actual progress toward enlightenment can be made, but which 
are also basic to international research already in progress. The ex- 
cellent descriptive and diagnostic phases of this work are well equalled 
by the excellent therapeutic formulations set forth at the end. It is in 
every respect a most valuable contribution to a very vital and impor- 
tant field of human knowledge.

We welcome this the twenty-fifth volume of the collected reprints 
representing the work of the organization of Kraepelin’s Research In- 
stitute for Psychiatry in Munich during the past year. Again we are 
impressed with the continued vitality of the corps of workers that 
Kraepelin first gathered about him in carrying out his cherished plans 
and its extension into the newer workers who have since become inte- 
grated into the activities of the “Institute.” 

In the Opening XIII Bericht concerning the Institute we are again 
reminded of the large part that America has played in the furthering 
of the founding, building and maintaining of the Institute. This re- 
minder comes unfortunately in the notices of the deaths of present and 
past donors whose financial aid has extended over many years. The 
Loeb, Schiff, Warburg families and their generosities are thus recorded. 
The Rockefeller Foundation continues its support. 

A great advance has been made in the closer affiliation of the 
Miinchen-Schwabing mental hospital with the clinical work of the 
Institute under Professor Schneider. Thus the Institute has at its 
immediate disposal 140 beds for clinical observation putting it on a 
par with the average psychiatric clinic. In 1932, 1038 patients were 
admitted into these newly organized wards. Thus the ideal of Kraepe- 
lin’s craving has been brought closer to reality in that psychiatric and 
neurological heredity, anatomy, chemistry, and experimental therapy 
have all been made possible in a closely coérdinated activity. Special 
reports by Profs. Spielmeyer, Plaut, Jahnel, Riidin, and Schneider are 
presented. 

There are reprints of 37 papers here represented beginning with 
one by A. V. Braunmithl on Colloidal Chemical Studies in Senile 
and Presenile Tissue Changes, and ending with a study by Stefan 
Weisz on the Histopathological Findings in Tumors of the Midbrain 
with Remarks upon Sleep Problem.
